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NIGHT  PART-TIME  COURSES 

Beginning  Monday,  September  24,  1928 

During  the  school  year  from  7  to  9  every  night,  except  Saturdays 
and  Sundays,  the  University  offers  siDecial  courses  in  College  subjects. 
Two  hours  each  week  are  given  in  eacli  subject,  except  Philosophy,  for 
two  semesters,  making  a  total  of  four  semester,  or  two  year  hours  of 
credit  for  each  subject.  Philosophy  is  given  four  times  per  week.  A 
student  may  elect  three  or  four  subjects,  according  to  his  ability  and 
the  leisure  available  for  hom.e  study.  Thus,  twelve  to  twenty  semester 
hours  may  be  gained.  The  schedule  elected  should  be  approved  by  the 
Dean.

REGISTRATION 

A  student,  to  gain  college  credit,  must  register  in  the  same  manner 
as  other  college  students.  The  same  entrance  units  are  required  and  the 
official  credits  must  have  been  approved  and  be  on  file  in  the  Reg- 
istrar's Office.  Students  should  present  their  credentials  when  they 
apply  for  admission  to  Part-Time   Courses.

All  students  are  charged  a  matriculation  fee  of  $10.00  to  be  paid 
only  once,   on  entering  the  Night   or  Saturday  Part-Time   Courses. 

The  tuition  fee  for  the  Saturday  Courses  is  $20.00. 

The  tuition  for  the  Night  Courses  is  as  follows:  For  the  first 
course  of  two  hours  per  week,  $20.00.  Each  additional  course  of  two 
hours  per  week  carries  a  fee  of  $10.00,  up  to  $50.00,  which  is  the 
masim,um  fee.
